LIVERPOOL, England, 
March 29 (AP) — A former 
Red Army corporal claims he 
witnessed rocket disasters cost- 
ing numerous lives before the 
Soviet Union launched Sputnik 


J last October 4. 

Writing in the Liverpool 
Daily Post, Seriosha Asafjev 
said one long-range ballistic 
missile crashed and wiped out 
130 of the 136 inhabitants of 
a small Arctic fishing village. 
Asafjev said the missile, ex- 
pected to come down 600 miles 
away in the Kara sea, changed 
course a few seconds after 
launching. The village’s wood- 
en houses and small ships in 
its harbor were obliterated by 
exploding rocket fuel, he said. 

Several Arrested. 


“All further tests with this 
type of rocket were immedi- 
ately suspended on orders 
from Moscow,” said Asafjev. 
“A committee of high-ranking 
officials arrived next day, in- 
terrogated everyone and ar- 
rested several people.” 
Numerous unofficial reports 
have circulated in the West 
before this of Soviet rocket 
failures. One said that a large 
missile believed to have been 
designed to launch an earth 
satellite larger than the 1120- 
pound Sputnik II exploded in 
central Russia just before 
Christmas.

ROME, March 29—Nikita S. 
Khrushchev has made a de- 
termined effort to get Italy 
out of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization and into 
a neutralist position. 

In an interview granted four 


days ago to the Moscow cor- 
respondent of Rome's Il 
Tempo, the Soviet Communist 
party boss and new premier 
promised Italy not only 
“esteem and understanding” 
but also. peace, exemption from 
atomic annihilation, trade, 
prosperity, unlimited atomic 
power and even the advice of 
Russian technicians on how to 
develop agriculture and deal 
with depressed areas. 

What he expects Italy to do 
in return is to turn its back on 
NATO and join a belt of Euro- 
pean “de-atomized” nations 
that refuse to allow atomic 
weapons to be produced, stored 
or handled on their territory. 

Khrushchev made it clear at 
the same time that he would 
prefer Italy to desert the cause 
of a united Europe as well as 
abandoning NATO. Khrush-

A 25-foot guided 
missile called the Znamja—the 
Flag—once crashed out of con- 
trol on a parking lot used by 
a battalion of Red Army 
troops.

First Tests He Saw. 

Asafjev said he first saw 
rocket experiments about 100 
miles from Olekminsk in east- 
ern Siberia. Short and medium 
range missiles were being 
made and tested there for the 
Red Army, he said. 

Other secret tests were held 
about 50 miles north of the 
Arctic circle near Ust-Zylma 
on the European side of the 
Soviet Union, the article said. 
The area had been prepared 
for the launching of long- 
range ballistic missiles and 
rockets for studying the higher 
atmosphere. 

“In eastern Siberia I saw 10 
Slava (Glory) rockets launched 
from three sites each half a 
mile apart,” Asafjev said. “The 
rockets were made in secret 
laboratories and workshops dug 
out of the solid rock six miles 
from the launching sites.”

BATISTA URGES 
NEW LAWS ON

Asks Congress to Pass 
‘Necessary Measures’ 
to Be Used in a ‘To- 
tal War.’ 


HAVANA, March 29 (UP)— 
President Fulgencio Batista’s 
government, taking note of 
rebel threats of “total war,” 
asked Congress today to au- 
thorize “necessary measures” 
for maintaining order in Cuba.

Insurgent radio stations said 
Tuesday would be “D-day” in 
Oriente province. The broad- 
casts said that “all-out war” 
elsewhere in Cuba would start 
a week from today: 

Rebel leaflets circulated here 
yesterday pledged a “fight to 
the finish.” 

Meanwhile, delayed reports 
from Oriente said rebel raid- 
ers ventured into the port city 
of Manzanillo before dawn 
Wednesday in a vain attempt 
to ambush the city garrison. 

The reports said the raiders 
shot up two rural police sta- 
tions in hopes of drawing 
troops from central Manzanillo 
into their trap on the outskirts, 
but that the Army avoided the 
trap by sending reinforcements 
from the outlying town off 
Yara.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

As an elementary school prin- 
cipal I was interested in the re- 
print that appeared recently from 
The United States News & World 
Report. The title of the article 
is “Teacher Shortage: How Real?” 

The tenor of this report seems 
to be that anyone who has taken 
a course in a particular subject 
matter field can become a success- 
ful teacher in that field. 

A teacher isn’t one who knows 
subject matter only. He isn't 
just a person who stands in the 
front of the room and gives 
assignments that constitute home- 
work. The guidance of children 
at the elementary and high school 
levels is too important to be put 
in the hands of inexperienced per- 
sonnel. 

Hiring unqualified teachers to 
relieve the shortage is a false 
economy, but one that might not 
be discovered until the next gen- 
eration. I suggest that you take 
the lead in insisting on higher 
qualifications for teachers to pre- 
serve our educational standards.

I have been in the teaching 
field for several years and have 
observed that more training al- 
ways makes a good teacher better 
and even does the bad teacher 
some good. We are not working 
with tools in our schools; we are 
working with our most cherished 
possession and the minds that 
will steer our course in the fu- 
ture. 

The good fortune some people 
have in having high intelligence 
does not always give him ability 
to impart to others his knowledge. 
Teaching is an art and a profes- 
sion. Our children are the most 
important asset we have and let 
us use the best trained individ- 
uals we have to educate them for 
the future. 

The money and time spent now 
will be repaid many times in the 
very near future or we will pay 
many times the cost if we try to 
skimp now.

“Yield” All the Time? 

In defense of “Yield” signs to 
speed flow of traffic, I believe 
their meaning needs to be clar- 
ified. This applies especially to 
those on Maryland in Clayton, 
mentioned in your recent edito- 
rial. There a stop sigma is also 
used on the cross-streets, 

There may be good reason for 
this, but it is also confusing. Does 
the driver on Maryland “yield” 
to all approaching side traffic, or 
only to traffic which has legally 
stopped as those signs diveet? 

It seems to me that one sign or

Too Slow With Food 


The Federal Government is bad 
enough when it comes to red tape 
but surely our city need not fol- 
low that pattern. 

There are people in St. Louis 
who are in desperate need of 
food now. Yet the men who are 
handling the program to give it 
to them are so tied up in red tape 
¢tnat these hungry people won't 
even be issued their identity cards 
for three more weeks. 

What is the matter? Have we 
lost sight of human need so com- 
pletely that we can make hungry 
people wait three weeks for a 
meal? Why can't some of this sur- 
plus food be turned over to agen- 
cies like the Salvation Army? They 
seem to have themselves organ- 
ized sufficiently to at least get 
the food where it will do the 
most good and get it there fast. 

If the officials handling the 
planning for this surplus food 
distribution are worried that some- 
one who isn't really needy will 
get it, I have one que- 
tion : Isn't it better to let 
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Confusion Confounded. 


Just where does Attorney General Rogers 
stand on the freedom of information bill now 
under consideration in the Senate Subcommit- 
tee on Constitutional Rights? Is he for it or 
against it? As of now he appears to be on 
both sides so far as its necessity is concerned. 

The freedom of information bill is designed 
to amend the federal “housekeeping” statute, 
which goes back to the beginning of our na- 
tional government, so that it can no longer 
be cited as authority by executive officers in 
Washington for withholding information from 
the public. 

As Washington correspondents are only too 
well aware, Cabinet members and other offi- 
cials in the administrative departments have 
increasingly relied on Section 161 of the 
“housekeeping” statute as the legal basis for 
not answering questions or disclosing facts 
requested by the press. A committee of the 
House of Representatives, headed by Con- 
gressman Moss of California, has compiled 
an extensive documentation of this in hear- 
ings that have extended over the last several 
years. 

Senator Hennings of Missouri, as chairman 
of the Senate’s Subcommittee on Constitution- 
al Rights, has had a similar experience in al- 
most two years of investigating restraints 
being put on freedom of information. He says 
he knows of his own knowledge of “a number 
of cases where varidus misguided secrecy- 
minded Executive Department officials, eager- 
ly seeking authority to justify withholding in- 
formation from the Congress and the public, 
have tortured the simple provisions of Sec- 
tion 161 beyond all recognition.” 

When hearings were held on the bill to 
amend Section 161, Attorney General Rogers 
said: “Now I don’t recall any instance when 
Washington, Jefferson or Truman or anyone 
else ever relied upon this statute as a basis 
of executive privilege. This is something en- 
tirely different. This is a bookkeeping statute, 
which says they keep the records, hold them 
physically. It doesn’t relate at all to execu- 
tive privilege.” 

Now in a supplementary statement, sent 
to Senator Hennings, the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration’s Attorney General says: 

“Section 161 is a legislative expression and 
recognition of Executive privilege. Thus reli- 
ance on this statute by an Executive Depart- 
ment is in effect reliance on the constitu- 
tional Executive privilege as recognized by 
Congress since 1789.” 

Senator Hennings speaks for almost every- 
one else who will read these two statements 
when he calls them “completely baffling.” 
The letter flatly contradicts the original testi- 
mony. Either Section 161 concerns what is 
known as “executive privilege” or it does not. 
Surely the chief legal adviser to the President 
can be expected to have an opinion one way 
or the other—or no opinion. But he can not 
be expected to hold two contradictory views 
virtually at the same time. 

There has been more than enough suppres- 
sion by executive officers of public informa- 
tion on the basis of Section 161 fully to jus- 
tify passage of the freedom of information 
bill. Now comes the confusion of Attorney 
General Rogers to underscore that ample 
justification. 


Out Where the West Ends 


The lovers of baseball—which means all 
red-blooded Americans, and there are no 
Americans other than red-blooded ones— 
must wrench themselves free from the tram- 
mels of the past. They must break the octo- 
pus-grip of tradition. They must face new 
facts. And they have less than a month to 
come to terms with the present. 

This is a tocsin, but not reckless alarmism. 
One of the most knowing of sports columnists 
is still writing about the Dodgers and the 
Giants and even about “the old Brooklyn 
club.” He is not recognizing that there isn’t 
any Brooklyn club any more, nor even a New 
York club—the Yankees being a machine 
rather than a club. There is a Los Angeles 
club; also a San Francisco elub. Another ex- 
pert admits this, but he says he does not see 
how those names can be slipped into the 
National League standings. 

Have these men fallen in love with “the 
still unravished bride of Time’? Have they 
set themselves against change? Is this a hint 
that California boosters may not get what 
they paid for, ie. big league prestige? Must 
they call on psychologists and hypnotists as 
Bill Veeck did in his Brownie days? 

Come, gentlemen, let not posterity call us 
Supine. Let us get the new names straight 
for opening day—even if it be harder than 
giving up cigarettes. 


Adding to Atomic War Horrors 


The advent of fhe hand-carried atomic 
weapon, including the bazooka and the land 
mine, is something terrible to contemplate, 
It means that just as the plane can carry 
complete destruction to the largest metropoli- 
tan area, so a squad of several men on a bat- 
tlefield now can hurl destruction upon an 
entire regiment unless it is completely dug in. 

The object of these weapons, which shortly 
will become standard equipment for the 
Army, is to énable small groups of men scat- 
tered about a battlefield to use more fire- 
power than a regiment of artillery had in 
World War II. This can be seen from the 
report that a. bazooka shell, for instance, 
would have the power equal to that of 100 
tons of TNT. Such a blast would destroy 
dozens of tanks and carry lethal radiation up 
to 600 yards from the point of impact. 

Great Britain has revised her entire mili- 
tary policy in line with the use of atomic 
firepower, reducing her army drastically. And 
Gen. Alfred Gruenther, when supreme com- 
mander of NATO forces in Europe in 1955, 
said several times that conventional land 
forces would soon be heavily armed with 
small atomic weapons. It is true enough that 
this means Soviet Russia and China will find 
that their great masses of troops, armed with 
conventional weapons, will have been some- 
what discounted. But Moscow has shown that 
the Soviet forces are never far behind ours— 
and frequently ahead—so it can be assumed 
that they will have their hand-carried weap- 
ons, too. 

There also now is the ominous fact that it 
is difficult to fit atomic weapons into any 
kind of a “conventional” war. What is to 
guarantee that the use of the smallest atomic 
hand-carried weapon is not to bring retalia- 
tion by means of a larger one until the most 
powerful hydrogen bombs are dropped from 
planes? 

The advent of the small atomic weapon 


simply means that the horrors of atomic war- 
fare have been extended from the mightiest 
engines of warfare—the bombing planes and 
ballistic missiles—down to the men who fight 
in the mud. It means that we are faced with 
an even more urgent need for world peace 
than ever before. 


France Facing Facts 


With the exception of the decision in favor 
of a unified Europe, France has been able to 
surmount few major postwar political prob 
lems. Although occupying the most strategic 
position and therefore being the keystone of 
NATO, the Fourth Republic has been of grow- 
ing concern to other members of the Western 
alliance. French inability to achieve a settle- 
ment in North Africa is but the most glaring 
example of the causes of this uneasiness. And 
behind all is the instability of the government 
in Paris. 

Premiers of the Fourth Republic have fol- 
lowed each other into office even more rapid- 
ly than did those of the prewar Third Repub- 
lic. Roughly, France has had two govern- 
ments a year since 1870. Few of them have 
been strong. Preponderant power has been 
in the parliament, leaving the executive with 
little authority over policy or action. 

‘ The reason for this has been an inordinate 
fear of dictatorship, another “man on horse- 
back,” another Napoleon I or Napoleon III, 

So at long last the National Assembly has 
taken a first step toward reform. The As- 
sembly might easily have made Gaillard an- 
other ex-premier, and seemed on the verge 
of doing so. Instead, it has approved a bill 
to firm up the regime. The measure still 
faces political tests and, in the end, may be 
submitted to a national referendum. 

As it stands, the legislation would not cre- 
ate executive authority comparable to that 
provided by the written Constitution of the 
United States or the unwritten constitution 
of Great Britain. Yet it would make the As- 
sembly more responsible than it now is. Under 
its terms, the deputies could not overthrow a 
premier without adopting a new governmental 
program Satisfactory to a new premier. Fur- 
ther, all deputies would have to vote on a 
motion of no confidence, thus eliminating the 
overthrow of a government by abstentions 
from voting. Also, subject to presidential 
veto, a premier would be authorized to dis- 
solve the Assembly and call for a new election. 

Compared with things as they are, these 
changes would produce a considerable im- 
provement in Paris. Above all, they would 


enable a premier to appeal to the electorate . 


over the heads of the politicians of half-a- 
dozen parties combined in uncertain blocs. 
This power probably would bring a higher 
degree of co-operation between executive and 
legislature. 

To that extent the National Assembly is 
facing facts. The question is whether the 
reforms will be pushed through, or whether 
the old fear will prevail once more. 


Berkeley and the Tax Grab 

As far as can now be determined there is 
only one reason why a small suburb like 
Berkeley should seek to incorporate a large 
metropolitan facility such as Lambert-St. Louis 
Field: It sees a chance for a tax grab. 

Berkeley voters who go to the polls Tues- 
day on the revived issue of whether to take in 
the airport and the McDonnell Aircraft Cor- 
poration have had an attractive lure dangled 
before their eyes. A study submitted to the 
city council showed that Berkeley’s tax rate 
of $1.09 for each $100 assessed valuation 
could be cut to 33 cents if the annexation 
carries. Berkeley's city attorney has said that 
there is no intention “to bilk the area for 
taxes” but is rather vague as to just what 
Berkeley would do in return for a new and 
very lucrative tax money source. How could 
Berkeley begin to provide services for the 
airport as St. Louis has? 

Mayor Tucker has done only what he should 
do in warning that St. Louis will resist the 
proposed annexation all the way to the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court if necessary. The over- 
riding interest of St. Louis and the county 
demands that there be no tax grab for the 
Berkeley community.

But they know what unemploy- 
ment is doing in the large cities and they be- 
lieve that the time has come to put urban 
redevelopment to work in a major way, ar- 
resting the decline and restoring construction, 
payrolls and purchasing power. White House

proposals as “partisan politics” but they can- 
not bring ‘that charge "against these five for 
whom Senator Javits is the spokesman. 


Bill of Rights for Labor? 

The American Civil Liberties Union has 
proposed a “bill of rights” for labor union 
members to eliminate abuses and promote 
union democracy. Most of the essential points 
are included in the AFL-CIO’s code of ethics 
and, in fact, in the Administration’s labor 
program now dying on the vine in Congress, 

Free speech for union members, free and 
regular union conventions, the right to hold 
office, full accounting of union records—all 
these are in both the parent union’s code and 
the Administration bill. The code also con- 
tains an anti-discrimination pledge. 

If the AFL-CIO so largely agrees with the 
purpose of the A.C.L.U, and the Administra- 
tion bill, why does organized labor appear so 
suspicious of Jegislation? The answer is not 
only fear of increasing goverfiment regula- 
tion, but also fear of what might

Closer to a Test Ban 


The Atomic Energy Commission 
and its high-ranking scientific ad- 
viser, Edward Teller, appear to be 
losing their fight to prevent an 
agreement with the Soviet Union to 
suspend the testing of nuclear weap- 
ons. 

Their position grows weaker with 
the gradual collapse of their two pri- 
mary arguments. These are that it 
would be practically impossible to 
detect test explosions in Russia, espe- 
cially those set off underground, 
without a fantastically elaborate and 
cumberseme inspection system; and 
that continued testing is necessary 
in order to create a “clean” bomb 
relatively free of radioactivity. 

The first argument collapsed only 
the other day, punctured by the AEC 
itself. The commission had tested 
the possibility of the detection of 
underground explosions by setting 
off a small atomic device deep under- 
ground in Nevada last September. 
On Mareh 6, after a delay which it 
did not explain, the AEC reported 
that the shock was not recorded on

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HEARING IS SET 
ON ACQUISITION 
MOVEBY FRISUD 


A hearing will be held here 
April 18 on two suits seeking 
to prevent the Frisco Railroad 
from taking over the Central 
of Georgia Railway. 

The suits were filed in 
United States District Court 
yesterday in the name of Ed- 
ward F. Quirke of Brooklyn, 
N.Y., a minority stockholder in 
the Frisco and the Central of 
Georgia. Bringing one suit as 


a Frisco stockholder and the | 
other as a bondholder, he ac- 
cused Frisco officials of mig- 
appropriating funds for unlaw- 
ful acquisition of Central of 
Georgia stock. 

Quirke asked that the Frisco 
be enjoined from taking con- 
trol of the railroad in Georgia. 
He also requested that damages 
be assessed to punish Frisco 
and compensate the sharehold- 
er for the alleged depressed 
value of his securities. 

Directed to Show Cause. 

Judge George H. Moore or- 


dered directors of the Frisco 
to show cause why they should 
not be temporarily restrained 
from proceeding with their 
plan to take over the Central 


of Georgia. 
When Frisco acquired work- 
ing control of Central of 


Georgia in 1955 through a 
series of stock purchases, it 
had not obtained prior author- 
ization from the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. The 
ICC's finance division, a panel 
of three members, held that 
this constituted a violation of 
the Transportation Act. 


Other Panel Findings. 


The panel found also that 
Frisco had obtained ICC au- 
thorization of a $19,500,000 
bond issue by pleading that it 
needed money for capital im- 
provements, but actually had 
used a large part of the money 
to buy Central of Georgia 
stock. 


Despite these findings, the 
ICC panel approved Frisco 
control of the railroad in 
Georgia. It held that public 
interest called for autho 
tion of the acquisition rather 
than cancellation to punish 
Frisco for its offense—an of- 
fense which Frisco contended 


was an unwitting violation of | 


the law. 
The full commission of 11 
members has taken the matter 


under advisement. Pending a | Young (Rep.), 


final decision, Frisco has) 
placed its 318,489 shares of | 
Central of Georgia stock in 
trust. 

In his petitions, Quirke said 
that purchases of Central of 
Georgia stock depleted Frisco’s 
treasury, so the St. Louis rail- 
road applied to the ICC for 
authority to borrow $19,500.- 
000 by marketing first mort- 
gage 4 per cent Series B bonds 
maturing in 1980. He said the 
application represented that 
the funds would be used for 
certain specific purposes: Shops 
at Springfield, Mo., facilities 
at Memphis, Capleville, Tenn., 
and West Tulsa, Okla., and a 
down payment on 2000 boxcars 
and passenger equipment. 


Misapplication Charged. 


Instead of using this money 
for the stated purposes, Quirke 
asserted, Frisco directors mis- 
applied the funds to purchas- 
ing stock control of Central of 
Georgia at a cost which now 
aggregates $20,500,000. 

In the ensuing investigation 
by the ICC, Quirke continued, 
Frisco officials “made it clear 
that their attitude has not 
changed whatever and they 
were still stubborn, litigious 
and obstinate in their position.” 

Central of Georgia common 
stock pays no dividends, but 
Frisco receives about $536,000 
a year from its holdings of pre- | 
ferred stock, the suits declared. 
Since this yield is subject to a. 
52 per cent federal income tax, 
Frisco's net return is about 
$258,000. Meanwhile, the rail- 
road has to pay $780,000 a year 
in interest on the money it. 
borrowed by sale of Series B 
bonds. 

Result of this maneuvering is 
that Frisco’s assets have been 
impaired by more than $500,- 
000 annually and the security 
of its Series A first mortgage 
bonds has been impaired to 
that extent cumulatively, it was 
contended. 


Dividends Discontinued. 


Purchases of Central of 
Georgia stock have weakened 
Frisco’s financial condition to 
slich extent that it recently be-

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FARM PRICE RISE 


DUE 10 ASSURE 
PROP BILL VETO 


WASHINGTON, March 29 
(AP) — An increase of farm 
prices appeared likely today to 
assure a veto of legislation 
that would prevent a drop in 
farm price supports. 

The Agrieultuce Department 
reported yesterday that average 
prices of farm products jumped 
4 per cent in the month ended 
March 15. However, part of 
the gain was offset by a 1 per 
cent advance, to a new record, 
in prices paid by farmers for 


| goods and services. 


This was the third straight 
monthly rise for farm prices. 
It also was the sh st in- 
crease for any month since 
February 1951. It 1 ye 
farm prices to within 1% 
cent of the level when the ie 
enhower Administration took 
over in 1953. At one stage, the 
level was down about 10 per 
cent. 

Pressure on President. 

The new farm price report 
was issued while Congressional! 
farm leaders were putting 
added pressure on President 
Eisenhower to sign a bill to 
freeze price props at not less 
than 1957 levels for one year. 
The White House said yester- 
day that Mr. Eisenhower prob- 
ably would not act on the bill 
before next week. 

The measure would cancel 
dairy price support cuts which 
are due to become effective 
next Tuesday. It would bar 
also any reduction in supports 
for a number of other major 
commodities. 

Secretary of agriculture 
Ezra Taft Benson has recom- 
mended that the freeze bill be 
vetoed, contending that con- 
tinued high price props would 
aggravate the overproduction 
problem and make it harder to 
sell farm products in the mar- 
ket place. 

He hailed the March price 
surge as “highly gratifying.” 
While conceding it is partly 
seasonal, Benson said it is 
“evidence of the underlying 
strength of the farm segment 
of our national economy.” 

Most farm leaders contended 
the price advance would not 
last long, but they agreed it 
would strengthen Benson in 


his recommendation that the 
freeze bill be vetoed. 

Senators Frank Carlson 
(Rep.), Kansas, and Milton R. 
North Dakota, 
said the increase was likely to | 
be only temporary and would | 
not justify a veto, They attrib- 
uted the sharp price rise | 
mainly to weather conditions. | 

Carlson and Young were 
among a group of Republican 
Senators who went to the 
White House yesterday — be- 
fore the price report came 
out—to urge Mr. Eisenhower 
not to veto the freeze bill. 
Many Democrats also have ap- 
pealed to Mr. Eisenhower to 
sign the bill. 

The measure passed both 
Senate and House by sizable 
majorities, but the margins 
were far short of the two- 
thirds necessary to override a 
veto. Many Republicans in 
Congress have voiced concern 
that a veto of the bill would 
cost the G.O.P. heavily in the 
fall elections. 


The sharp rise in farm prices

| upward even if Mr. Eisenhower 


vetoed the freeze bill. There 


thas been speculation that such 


|a compromise move might be 
made. 

Carlson said in an interview 
the price rise between mid- 
February and mid-March was 
caused mostly by drouth con- 
ditions in the Southwest which 
depleted livestock herds, .and 
| by severe winter weather which 
|ruined part of the citrus crop 
in Florida. 
| The Agriculture Department 
said farm prices’ increased 
| largely under influence of con- | 
tinued strong consumer de- 
mand for meats, low market- 
‘ings of cattle and hogs and 
| temporary seasonal tight sup- 
plies of potatoes, fruits and 
poultry products. 

Officials said most of the 
March increase already has 
been reflected in retail food 
prices, 

Farm prices normally are 
strongest at this time of the 
year—the off production season 
for crops. Prices generally ease 
off as the new production and 
harvest season approaches. 
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
